SLEEVEStBoth alike) 

With No. 9 needles, cast on 28 sts. 

1st to 4th row — P. 

5th row — K.l, * y.fwd., K.2 tog., 
rep. from * to last st., K. 1 . 

6th row —K.l, P. to last st., K.l. 

7th row — K.2, * y.fwd., K.2 tog., 
rep. from ♦ to end. 

8Hi row— K . 1 ^P. to last st.,, K.l. 

9th to I2th row — P. 

13th row — K. 1 , (inc. in next st., K.2) 

9 times (37 sts.). 

14th row — K.l , P. to last st., K. 1 . 
Continue in stocking stitch, knittings 
1 st. at each end of every-4=ow and 
inc. 1 st. at each end of 3rd and 
every following 6th row until there 
are 47 sts. 

Continue on these sts. until sleeve 
seam measures 5 in., ending with 
a P. row. 

Shape raglan as follows: — 

1st row — Cast off 2 sts., K. to end. 

2nd row — Cast off 2 sts., P. to last 
st., K.l. 

3rd row — K.l, K.2 tog.t.b.l., K. to 
last 3 sts., K.2 tog., K.l. 

4th row— K.l, P. to last st., K.l. 

Rep. the last 2 rows 4 times more, 
then 3rd row again. 

Slip remaining 31 sts. on to a length 
of yarn and leave. 

BACK AND FRONTS 

(Knitted in one piece up to division 
for armholes) 

With No. 9 needles, cast on 170 sts.

9th to 12th row— As 1st lo4lh. 

13th row K. 

14th row — As 1st row. 

I5th row- K. 12, (K.2 tog., K.14)

16th row — As 1st row. 

17th to 30th row — As 1st to 14th. 
31st row— K. 1 2, (K.2 tog., K.I3)

Next row — K.5, P.29, cast off 4 sts., 
P. to last 38 sts., cast off 4 sts., P. to 
last 5 sts., K.5. 

Continue on first group of 34 sts. 
for Right Front. 

1st row— K. to last 3 sts., K.2 log., 
K.l. 

2nd row — K.l, P. to last 5 sts., K.5. 
Rep. these 2 rows 4 times more 
(29 sts.). 

Next row— K.6, (K.2 tog., K.2) 
5 times, K.2 tog., K. I (23 sts.). 

Slip sts. on to a length of yarn and 
leave. 

Rejoin yarn to group of 64 sts. for 
Back 

Rep. 3rd and 4th rows of raglan 
shaping as on Sleeves 5 limes 
(54 sts.). 

Next row- K.l, K.2 tog., K.3, 
(K.2 tog., K.4) 7 times, K.2 tog., 
K.l, K.2 tog., K.l (44 sts.). 

Slip sts. on to a length of yarn and 
leave. 

Rejoin yarn to remaining group of 
34 sts. for Left Front. 

1st row — K.l, K.2 tog.t.b.l., K. to 
end. 

2nd row — K.5, P. to last st., K.l. 
Rep. these 2 rows 4 times more 
(29 sts.). 

Next row— K.l, K.2 tog.t.b.l., (K.2, 
K.2 tog.) 5 times, K.6 (23 sts.).

With wrong side facing, P. across 
first sleeve sts., P. across sts. of 
Back, second sleeve and Right 
Front to last 5 sts., K.5 ( 1 52 sts.).

29th to 31st row — As 13th to 15th. 
32nd row — K.5, • (P.2 tog.) twice,

33rd to 36th row — As 1 st to 4th. 

37th row— K. 

38th row— P. 

39th row — K.2, * y.fwd., K.2 tog., 
rep. from * to end. 

40th row — P. 

Cast off. 

TO MAKE UP 

With wrong side of work facing, 
block each piece by pinning out 
round edges, and press lightly fol- 
lowing instructions on the ball band, 
taking care not to stretch Yoke. 

Using a flat seam, join sleeve seams 
and raglan shapings. 

Fold over neck at row of holes and 
stitch down cast-off edge to wrong 
side. 



Press seams. 

Sew on buttons. 

Bonnet 

With No. 10 needles, cast on 62 sts. 
1st to 14th row — As at start of Back 
and Fronts. 

15th row — K.6, (inc. in next st., K.5, 
inc. in next st., K.4) 5 times, K.l 
(72 sts.). 

16th row — As 1st row. 

17th to 30th row — As 1st to 14th. 
Continue as on last 2 rows until 
work measures 5 in. from cast-on 
edge, ending with a P. row. 

Shape crown as follows : — 

1st row — (K.7, K.2 tog.) 8 times. 

2nd and alt. rows — K. 

3rd row — (K.6, K.2 tog.) 8 times. 

5th row — (K.5, K.2 tog.) 8 times. 
Continue dec. in this way until 8 sts. 
remain. 

Thread yam through remaining sts. 
and fasten off securely 

TO MAKE UP 

Press lightly on wrong side. 

Using a flat seam, join crown and a 
further 1 in. 

Cut ribbon in half and stitch a 
length to each side of Bonnet. 

Bootees 

With No. 10 needles, cast on 32 sts. 
Work rows 1 to 12 as on cuff of 
Coat, inc. 1 st. at end of last row 
(33 sts.). 



Next row — K. 

Next row— K.l, P. to last st., K.l. 
Rep. the last 2 rows 7 times more. 
Next row — K.l, (y.fwd., K.2 tog.) 
16 times. 

Next row— K. 1 , P. to last st., JC. 1 . 
Next row — K.23, turn. 

Next row — K.l, P.11, K.l, turn. 
Work 14 rows in stocking stitch on 
these 13 sts., knitting 1 st. at each 
end of every row. 

Break off yam. 

With right side facing, rejoin yam 
to inside edge where sts. were left 
and knit up 10 sts. along side of 
foot, K. across 13 sts. on needle, 
knit up 10 sts. from other side of 
foot, K. to end (53 sts.). 

K. 1 3 rows. 

Shape toe as follows: — 

1st row-<K.l, K.2 tog., K.21, K.2 
tog.) twice, K.l. 

2nd row — K.l, K.2 tog., K. to last 
3 sts., K.2 tog., K.l. 

3rd row— (K.l, K.2 tog., K.l 8, 
K.2 tog.) twice, K.l. 

4th row — As 2nd row. 

Cast off. 

TO MAKE UP 

Press lightly on wrong side. 

Using a flat seam, join seam. 

Using 2 lengths of yam 40 in. long 
make a twisted cord and thread 
through holes at ankle. 

Sew a small tassel to each end of 
cord. 

Press seams. ^
